CARNIVAL Cruise Line, like many major cruise opera- 
tors, operates under the flag of the Bahamas, allowing them 
to bypass U.S. labor laws and minimum wage regulations. 
However, this jurisdictional flexibility also raises questions 
about which U.S. laws should be enforced on these floating 
resorts. 


One area of contention is the legal drinking age and 
gambling age on board. While both Royal Caribbean and 
Carnival Cruise Line adhere to a drinking age of 21 on their 
ships departing from American ports, they allow gambling 
at the age of 18 in their casinos. This discrepancy adds to 
the complexity of legal standards applicableton these inter- 
national waters. 


A more recent development is Carnival’s strict enforcement 
of its policy on Cannabidiol (CBD), a compound derived 
from hemp. While CBD is legally allowed in some states, its 
status on cruise ships remains unclear. Federal law prohibits 
cannabis in any form on board, but the specifics regarding 
CBD are less defined. 


Carnival Cruise Line, in particular, has taken a firm stance on 
CBD, even deploying dogs on some ships to detect its pres- 
ence. Despite CBD being legally obtained by passengers in 
various states, Carnival’s policy prohibits it on board. This 
has sparked controversy and led to one passenger’s perma- 
nent ban from the cruise line. 


Melinda Van Veldhuizen, a frequent cruiser, experienced this 


strict enforcement firsthand. In August, she planned a cele- 
bratory cruise with her family but never made it on board. 
Carnival security detected a bag of legally purchased CBD 
gummies in her backpack during the boarding process. 


While Carnival typically confiscates prohibited items and 
returns them after the cruise, in this case, Van Veldhuizen 
was not only denied entry but also received a letter stating 
a lifetime ban from Carnival Cruise Line. 


The incident has stirred debates about the cruise line’s 
approach to enforcing such rules. Van Veldhuizen, who 
claimed the CBD was for sleep issues, expressed surprise 
at the severity of the consequences. Carnival’s website 
outlines its policy on prohibited items, explicitly mentioning 
“Cannabidiol (CBD)” as one such item. 


This raises questions about how well passengers are informed 
about these policies, as some might not be aware that CBD, 
even in its commonly consumed gummy form, is banned on 
cruise ships. The case highlights the clash between evolving 
state laws on CBD and the cruise industry’s efforts to main- 
tain consistent rules across various ports of call. 


As the cruise industry continues to grapple with legal and 
jurisdictional challenges, passengers are advised to stay 
informed about the specific rules of the cruise line they 
choose, especially regarding substances like CBD that 
straddle the line between legal and prohibited in various 
jurisdictions. 


A Passenger’s Ban Raises Questions 


Carnival Cruise Line’s Strict 
CBD Policy Sparks Controversy 
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THE complex world of airline industry labor negotiations, 
American Airlines and Southwest Airlines find themselves on 
the brink of potential strikes. American Airlines flight atten- 
dants, engaged in contract negotiations with the airline for 
nearly five years, are navigating a federally mandated medi- 
ation process facilitated by the National Mediation Board. 


Under the constraints of the Railway Act, airline workers 
cannot initiate a strike without following prescribed steps, 
including mandated mediation. However, should this medi- 
ation reach an impasse, the workers, through their union 
– the Association of Professional Flight Attendants (AFPA) 
– have the option to request release from negotiations. If 
approved, a 30-day cooling-off period must ensue before a 
strike can occur. 


Recent developments suggest that negotiations between 
American Airlines and AFPA have reached a critical juncture. 
The union, in a statement on its website, highlighted a dead- 
line for the company to make significant movement toward 
an agreement. The next step, as indicated, involves a poten- 
tial request to the National Mediation Board for release into 
a 30-day cooling-off period. 


The union plans to inform its members on November 20 
about whether the AFPA Board of Directors will indeed 
seek release from federal mediation. In a parallel scenario, 
Southwest Airlines faced a similar situation when its pilots 
sought release from mediation, a request that the National 
Mediation Board denied. Should the NMB reject the release 
request, negotiations between American Airlines and its 
flight attendants are expected to continue. 


If the release is granted, the union could theoretically 
strike during the crucial holiday season. However, industry 
experts suggest that a full-scale work stoppage is unlikely. 
Gary Leff of View From the Wing anticipates a more strategic 
approach, with flight attendants potentially walking off a 
limited number of flights on specific days to minimize finan- 
cial hardship for workers while effectively communicating 
the operational uncertainties to passengers. 
American Airlines, while acknowledging the ongoing nego- 
tiations, has expressed confidence in reaching a mutually 
agreeable deal. The situation remains dynamic, with the 
possibility of strikes adding an element of uncertainty to the 
airline industry’s current landscape.

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MAX Verstappen secured victory in the Grand Prix of Las

A whirlwind of roster moves, 63 Major 
League Baseball players became free 
agents as teams chose not to offer 2024 
contracts, signaling a significant shift in 
team compositions. Among the notable 
cuts were MilwaukeeBrewers’ starting 
pitcher Brandon Woodruff and Arizona’s 
former AL Rookie of the Year Kyle Lewis. 
Cincinnati dropped Nick Senzel, the 
second overall pick in the 2016 draft, 
while Miami parted ways with Gold Glove 
catcher Jacob Stallings. 


The New York Mets released designated 
hitter Daniel Vogelbach, and Detroit let go 
of outfielder Austin Meadows, both 2019 
All-Stars. Veteran pitchers Dakota Hudson 
of St. Louis and Matt Bush of Texas were 
also among those cut loose. 


The deadline for these moves marked the 


last opportunity for teams to release arbi- 
tration-eligible players without commit- 
ting to at least 30 days of termination pay 
if the player is released. Amidst this flurry, 
Atlanta engaged in trades with Kansas 
City, sending right-handers Kyle Wright 
and Nick Anderson to the Royals. In a 
separate deal, Cleveland acquired right- 
hander Scott Barlow from San Diego for 
Enyel De Los Santos, and sent starter Cal 
Quantrill to Colorado for minor league 
catcher Kody Huff. 


Miami Marlins’ president of baseball 
operations, Peter Bendix, orchestrated 
a trade with his former team, acquiring 
utilityman Vidal Bruján and right-hander 
Calvin Faucher from the Tampa Bay Rays 
in exchange for minor league prospects 
Erick Lara and Andrew Lindsey. 
The Seattle Mariners secured infielder 


Luis Urías from Boston for right-handed 
pitcher Isaiah Campbell.

Jorge Mateo, left-hander Keegan Akin, 
and outfielders Sam Hilliard and Ryan 
McKenna, and Philadelphia sealing deals 
with outfielder Jake Cave and pitchers 
Dylan Covey and Garrett Stubbs. 


As the dust settles, the MLB landscape has 
witnessed a significant shakeup, setting 
the stage for an intriguing offseason of 
free agency and team restructuring. 


CEYLIN del Carmen Alvarado continues her 
triumphant return to the top of the cyclo- 
cross world with a consecutive victory in 
the World Cup race in Troyes, France. The 
Alpecin-Deceuninck rider faced a formi- 
dable challenge from Puck Pieterse, who 
made a comeback after a break and spent 
a significant portion of the race leading 
the pack. However, Alvarado, strategi- 
cally managing her race, surged ahead, 
claiming victory from the penultimate lap. 


Alvarado’s recent success follows her win 
in Dendermonde, marking her first World 
Cup victory in nearly three years. Her 
strong performances have positioned her 
as the current leader in the overall stand- 
ings after four races. Notably, reigning 
world champion Fem van Empel, who 
secured victories in the initial two World 
Cup cyclocross races, opted for a break 


post her European title win, leaving her 
return date undisclosed. 
The Troyes race witnessed Pieterse 
taking the lead early on in her first cyclo- 
cross appearance since mid-October. 
Negotiating challenging sections adeptly 
without 
dismounting, 
Pieterse 
and 
Alvarado held a marginal lead after one 
lap. Despite Pieterse initially distancing 
herself, Alvarado keenly observed her 
competitor’s waning strength. Overtaking 
Pieterse, Alvarado steadily widened the 
gap, crossing the finish line emotionally 
with a 21-second lead. 
Once a dominant force in cyclocross, 
Alvarado secured the world title in 2020 
at the age of 21. However, in recent years, 
she faced stiff competition and was often 
overshadowed by emerging talents like Van 
Empel and Pieterse. Alvarado expressed 
her deep emotions post-victory, stating, “I 


have fallen deep. So, winning today, espe- 
cially in the leader’s jersey in the World 
Cup, is fantastic.” 
Pieterse gracefully accepted her second- 
place finish, acknowledging her early 
enthusiasm, saying, “Maybe I started a bit 
too enthusiastically. When she attacked, I 
had no response.” Reflecting on her perfor- 
mance, Pieterse added, “I felt halfway that 
I’ve been away for a while.” Alvarado, 
recognizing Pieterse’s signs of fatigue, 
emphasized her relentless determination, 
stating, “I fought for every meter today, 
despite some mistakes. I saw that Puck 
was getting tired along the way. I never 
gave up.” 


MLB Free Agency Frenzy: 


63 Players Hit the Market as 
Teams Seal Deals and Make Trades 


Ceylin del Carmen Alvarado Triumphs 
Emotionally in Troyes World Cup Cyclocross 
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THE world of cryptocurrency, the recent regulatory deci- 
sions from the U.S. Securities and Exchange Commission 
(SEC) have cast a shadow on the anticipated approval of 
spot bitcoin exchange-traded funds (ETFs). 


The SEC chose not to greenlight any of the applications 
within its purview during a brief regulatory window that 
opened on November 10, 2023, notably delaying a deci- 
sion on the application submitted by leading asset manager 
BlackRock. 


Despite Bitcoin maintaining near-term highs, the price expe- 
rienced a slight dip this week, currently hovering around 
$36,000 after a 2% drop over the last 24 hours. 


Enthusiasm had been building in the crypto market, fueled 
by the prospect of an approved spot bitcoin ETF. BlackRock’s 
application, in particular, garnered bullish sentiment as the 
world’s largest asset manager could potentially attract a 
wave of institutional capital by introducing such a product. 
However, the SEC’s decision to delay any application, 
including Hashdex’s on November 15, seemed to temper 
this enthusiasm. 


It’s important to note that despite disappointment among 
Bitcoin investors, experts have emphasized that additional 
delays from the SEC are not unexpected and don’t neces- 
sarily indicate impending rejections. 


Eric Balchunas, a Bloomberg ETF analyst, clarified, “The 
whole eight-day window got misinterpreted. That window 
could pass, and all it means is that the SEC is going to have 
to delay another filing... We’re going to wake up one day, in 
a couple of weeks, it might be a month — I’ll just call it the 
short term — to news that the 19b-4s were approved.” 


However, not everyone in the crypto industry shares the same 
optimism. Mike Belshe, the CEO of BitGo, expressed concerns 
about potential risks, especially regarding Coinbase’s role 
as the custodian listed on several spot bitcoin ETF applica- 
tions. Belshe suggested that the SEC might request further 
separation of components before moving forward. 


While this SEC decision has impacted the short-term outlook 


for Bitcoin prices, many in the industry view the approval 
of a spot bitcoin ETF as an inevitable step that could pave 
the way for more significant institutional involvement in the 
crypto market. For now, it remains a matter of navigating 
the regulatory landscape on the road to the next potential 
bull run. 


Bitcoin Price Dips as SEC Extends 
Decision Window on Spot ETFs 


Including BlackRock’s Application 
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A strategic move, Amazon is redirecting its efforts within the 
Alexa division by cutting “several hundred” roles to prior- 
itize investments in generative artificial intelligence (AI), 
according to an internal memo from Daniel Rausch, the Vice 
President of Alexa and Fire TV. 


The memo highlighted the company’s commitment to making 
Alexa “smarter and more conversational” by leveraging AI 
capabilities. Amazon’s vision includes incorporating gener- 
ative AI to enhance Alexa’s intuitiveness, intelligence, and 
overall utility. This initiative aims to make conversations 
with Alexa more engaging and dynamic. 


One of the notable changes Amazon plans to implement is 
giving Alexa the ability to understand body language. Using 
the device’s camera and voice inputs, Amazon intends to 
enable Alexa to detect the presence and interpret nonverbal 
cues, making the interaction more natural and responsive. 


While consumers eagerly anticipate these enhancements, 
Amazon’s decision to cut jobs within the Alexa division 
signals a shift in priorities. The company is doubling down 
on its commitment to generative AI, viewing it as the key 
to achieving a superhuman assistant. Dave Limp, Senior 
Vice President of Amazon Devices, expressed optimism that 
generative AI brings the long-pursued goal of an advanced 
assistant within reach. 


However, this move comes amid past concerns about user 
trust in Alexa, particularly related to privacy. A research 
study by the University of Oxford revealed that some users 
actively limit Alexa’s tasks, keep it out of certain rooms, or 
unplug the device due to trust issues. 


The latest round of layoffs in the Alexa division follows a 
similar trend seen earlier in the week when Amazon laid off 
over 180 employees in its gaming division. The company 
cited a shift in focus towards Prime Gaming as the reason 
behind cutting its Crown Channel and Game Growth initia- 
tives. 


Employees affected by the Alexa division layoffs will receive 
support, including separation payment, transitional health 
insurance benefits, external job placement assistance, and 
paid time for job searches. Daniel Rausch acknowledged 
that the decision was not taken lightly and expressed opti- 
mism about the future of Alexa despite the organizational 
changes. 


While Amazon aims to streamline its efforts and allocate 
resources to high-priority areas, the company emphasizes its 
commitment to continuous innovation.

The researchers discovered a correlation between sedentary 
behavior and an increased risk of death, with the risk rising 
as the time spent in moderate-to-vigorous intensity physical 
activity decreased. Notably, individuals who incorporated 
approximately 30 to 40 minutes of such activities into their 
daily routine demonstrated no significantly different risk of 
death compared to those with low sedentary time. 


The suggested activities include cycling, brisk walking, or 
gardening, which, when performed regularly, can mitigate 
the mortality risk associated with prolonged sitting. The 
study underscores the importance of incorporating some 
form of intensive physical activity to counteract the nega- 
tive impact of extended periods of sedentary behavior. 


It’s worth noting that the research aligns with the World 
Health Organization’s (WHO) 2020 Global Guidelines on 
Physical Activity and Sedentary Behavior. These guidelines 
recommend 150-300 minutes of moderate-intensity or 
75-150 minutes of vigorous-intensity physical activity per 
week to counteract sedentary behavior. 


Emmanuel Stamatakis, a researcher in physical activity and 
population health at the University of Sydney, emphasizes 
that any amount of physical activity is beneficial and can 
offset the harmful effects of physical inactivity. Activities like 
walking up stairs, playing with children or pets, engaging in 
yoga or dancing, household chores, walking, and cycling are 
all suggested ways to increase physical activity.
